PHYSICAL WORK CAPACITY THAN A SEDENTARY THIRTY-FIVE YEAR OLD? STUDIES HAVE SHOWN THAT ALL AGE-ASSOCIATED DECLINES, 
SUCH AS LOSS OF BONE MASS, MUSCLE LOSS, DECREASED FLEXIBILITY, AND SO ON, GAN BE DELAYED AND EVEN REVERSED BY A
